THE THIRD DAY. 
No Change as Yet in the Status of 
the Telegraph Strike, 


Appearances Fayoring the Defeat of the 
Strikers’ Hopes—The Telegraph Service 
Giving*Fair Satisfaction—The Situation in 
New York; Cincinnati, Chicago and Else- 
where. 


No practica) change has ocqurred in the status 
of the strike, As usual In the opening days of 
such contests, both sid®s are at present confident 
of success, and each points so eonfidently to what 
seems satisfactory evidence of its claim, that the 
result is only the bewilderment of the 
searcher after the facts in the case 
The feature of the strike this morning is. 
the strong feeling which was present on ’Change 


against the Western Union Company’s managers 
for their second failure to supply the working 
force whieh they had promised. Yesterday the 
members of the Exchange, desirous of 
abstainin frome partisan feeling, were 
non-committal in their edpreamans ) 
opinion, but to-day they are out-spoken in their 
criticisms. They are not unmindful of the fact 
that the morning newspapers had excellent ser- 
vice last night, and they were ve anxious to 
Know whether they were no possessed 
of equal rights as _ the press. A review 
of the features of the’ contest between the 
company and the strikers results in the 
conclusion that, if the company’s _repre- 
sentatives are not over sanguine in thelr state- 
ments, the strikers will eventually have to suc- 
cumb. The service which the company has been 
able to obtain from operators outside of the broth- 
erhood has been an agreeable surprise to them, 
and a painful surprise.to the strikers, who to- 
day are not altogether so hopeful as they were.

On *Change. 

Although, as a general rule those who avail 
themselves of the telegraph, had no complaints to 
make of the service rendered at the Merchants’ 
Exchange, the opinion was generally and indig- 
nantly expressed that the telegraph companies 
were not. doingas well as they might and not 
nearly as well as they had promised, Complaints 


were very general and as a rule they 

were couched in language more notable for its 

strength than its elegance. The day before, the 

members of the Exchange felt that it became 

them to be patient and put up with such incon- 

venience as arose, hoping that as time went by 

the service would improve. To-day, however, a 

complete revulsion of feeling took place, and the 

failure of the Western Union Company to fulfill 

their promise to havea good working force on 

hand, was made the subject of very serious com- 
ment. Under ordinary circumstances it 
tukes about fifteen operators to do the 

business which the members of the Exchange pro- 
vide it with, and yesterday there were oniy three 

on hand, and they were very r operators at 

that. Not a single Chicago quotation was received 
during the entire morning. The reason for this 

was that the telegraph nyarket report operators of 

the Chicago Exchange had struck duty, but even 

if they had not done so it is difficult to under- 
stand how the force on hand could have done the 
work. The only points from which reports were | 
being received were New York and Milwaukee. 

but these were coming 80 irregularly that 

the merchants did not rely upon them. 

The feeling was very treely expressed that 

the Exchange could not and would not stand this 

sort of thing, and even the most conservative of 

the members held that the Exchange should de- 
mand a rebate an the Western Union’s bill for 
services rendered.

paiite-nete, stating that its payments refused , 
unless some rebate is made les the lack of ser- 
vice given during the past few days. The Ex- 
change has acontract by which they pay $145 a 
week far service rendered outside of 
that from Baltimore, for which they 
pay $40 a month, the whole amounting to about 
$660 a month and they think that for such a large 
amount of money they ought to able to enjoy 
uninterrupted communication with the other 
business centers. Delays of telegrams were also 
complained of, and the fact was cited that yester- 
day’s opening market at Detroit Was not received 
here until this morning, while other private dis- 
patches were six, tweive or eighteen hours late. 

J.C. Ewald, president of the Exchange, said 
that the members were universally of the opinion 
that they were not being properly treated in the 
matter of telegraphic service. They had not had 
a quotation placed on the Chicago black board,and, 
under this condition of affairs, trading was 
next to impossible. The trouble, however, was 
not so much with the centers of commerce as 
with the country places and the present strike 
has shown conclusively that Knowledge of what Is 
going on in the interior is as essential to the mefn- 
bers of the Exchange a8 of what is eg See at 
the centers. He did not know what the Exchange 
would do in regard to the strike but he did know 
that there was a strong feeling among the mem- 
bers that action should be taken and he had been 
strongly urged by many of them to call a meeting 
at which an expression of — on the subject 
could be had. He wasof the opinion, however, 
that the time for this lad not yet come, 

Mr. Archie Craig, one of the biggest operators 
in the provision line, and a maa who weighs care- 
fully every word he utters, was beard to say: 
“The Western Union people have said repeatediy 
that they have a large force of operators here.

The Railroad Operators. 

A trip around the railroad offices this morning 
disclosed the fact that more uneasiness existed 
among the telegraph operators than ever. Char- 
‘lie Selden, Superintendent of Telegraph of the 
Wabash, and Charlie Hammond of the Gould 
lines had dischatged two men, ostensibly on the 
ground of disobedience. It appears the two dis- 
charged employes had been ordered to allow no 
outsiders in their offices under any circumstances. 
They both were night operators and did not com- 
ply with this order. So say the two superintend- 


ents. The Brotherhood has put a_ very 
different face on the act. They claim thev 
were discharged because they were Brotherhood 
men and would certainly have declined to work 
for the Western Union. . 

Last evening Messrs. Selden and Hammond 
were walking up and down the sidewalk in front 
of the Laclede hotel when a Post-DIsSPATCH maa 
joined them. 

“Mr. Hammond, I hear you have offered the 
Western Union some assistance in the way of let- 
ting them have some of your operators?” queried 
the reporter. 

“Yes, more than offered; we have alreacy sent 
them thirty-four,” said Mr. Hammond. 

“Ves, and we can send them a hundred more,” 
bravely chimed in Charlie Selden. 

The reporter, who happened to recollect that 
Mr. Hammond was one of the lights of the strike 
of 1870, expressed surprisa that he should send 
men off his lines to the Western Union, when it 
was supposed tor years after that strike that Mr. 
Hammond was biacklisted. Mr. Hammond re- 

lied that half of. his salary was paid by the 
Western Union, and he was compelled to 
do his duty. Anyhow he was sick of strikes 
and strikers. Men along the Union lines who had 
not struck were doing everything they could to 
blockade business. They open the keys and write 
in telegraphic characters “seabs,”’ Pi lay down 
with the goats,” “go soak your head,” and such 
stuff as this to insult and annoy operators 
who are not Brotherhood men. The open- 
ing and closing of” Keys is in Itself 
a great nuisance to sending and receiving opera- 
tors. Inthis Mr. Haiomond is correct, and if the 
strikers wish to retain the sympathy of the public 
av order had better be issued to do no small or 
mean acts. Test operators are being sept out by 
several railroad companies, and the Fob of tracing 
these acts to the perpetrator will be an easy 
thing by means of ground wires, placed at certain 
points at certain hours, manipulated with a 
cipher telegram. in short, the railroad operators 
who are Brotherhood men are feeling very uncer- 
tain about their jobs. 


Edison on the Strike. 
By Telegrapn to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, July 21.--Mr. Thomas A. Edison, 
thé well-known electrician, was found smoking 
and chatting with some friends in his office at No.

“What do you think ofthe strike of the tele- 
graphers?”’ the reporter asked. 

“I think it wili suceeed,” he replied; “I hope ft 
will, at any rate.

I used to 
get $105a month about fourteen yearsago. A 
man who runs a first-class wire ought to earn $100 


a month. The longer the men are in the 
business the more efficient they become.

me I will willingly aid them. I believe they 
should be encouraged.

Enforce It. 

There will be no interference by the police with 
the saloons and beer gardens to-morrow. This 
statementis made on the authority of Police 
Commissioner Kerwin. At the meeting of the 
Police Board next.Luesday, the Sunday matter 
will undoubtedly come up for consideration, but 
will bé laid over, in accordance with the policy of 
the board, to await the action of the Municipal 
Assembly. The council last night refused to con- 
cur inthe house amendments to the dramshop 
bill. The house adjournea before a message stat- 
ing the fact could, be sent before the council. This 
insures a delay of two weeks more,as at the 
meeting next Friday night a confereuce commit- 
tee will be appoinied, which cannot take any 
action for another week. A strong effort will be 
made to induce the House of Delegates not fo re- 
cede from their amendments, with a hope of kill- 
ing the bill, andthen having a new one intro- 
duced with the beer license clause omitted. ‘It is 
:a e, therefore, to say that the Police Board will 
make no Movement Wititlu three weeks, notwith- 
standing the fact that the Governor has writen 
té the Vice-President of the Board a letter in 
which he rehashes the sentiments ex pressed in his 
ready-made interview in the Kepublican, and 
iater in the letter to J. B. Nayior of Warrensburg. 
The Governor leaves Monday night for an ex- 
tvnded trip through the West and to the Pacific 
slope, and Le prepared the document in order-to 
clinch the Police board to his conception of their 
duty. The letter, which, like all of Gov. Critten- 
aen’s documents, is of great length, arrived this 
morning, and Messrs. Kerwin and Kinkead were 
closeted foran hour digesting. its contents, A 
Post-DISPATCH reporter Vainiy importuned Mr. 
Kerwin for permission to copy the letter, but met 
with persistent refusal. ‘It is,” said Mr. Kerwin, 
“a paper in which all the members of the buard 
have #n interest.” 

“Isitanorder from the Governor to enforce 
the Sunday law?” 

“No. The Governor cannot order the Police 
Board to do anything. He may address a letter 
informally giving his opinion as to what ought to 
be done.”

It- only required a short attempt on the part of 
the sun to-day to demonstrate that the heat would 
press close to the record of the hottest day of the 
season up to the presen, time. It was hot yester- 


day and hot last night, but a refreshing breeze 
enabled those who were fortunate enough tu have 
a southern or Western window open-to pass the 


} night in comparative comfort,while others worried 


the night through as best they could by a liberal 
use of fans ‘and cold water. To-day was 
an exaggerated repetition of vesterday, 
and toward the middle of the 
day the demoralization ofthe members of the 
Stuy-at-home ciub always consequent on the full 
tide of a hot wave was piainly discernible on the 
streets. The accoutrements universally popuiar 
were a fan, wfd a moist handKkerctnef. 
Business was almost out of the question 
and what little was transacted was 
done with the least exertion and haste. There 
seemed to be an inclination on the part of most of 
the male portion of the population to seek the 
shadiest spots and taik over the latest aspects: of 
the sirike and the base-ball contest. 
THE THINNEST CLOTHING 

was donned by those wise enough to prognosti- 
cate the state of the thermometer, and those who 
were not, made the best of the circumstances by 
reducing the number of garments. y 

The ice cream saloons and refreshment stands 
did a rushing business, all of the being crowded 
with patrons of both sexes seeking temporary re- 
lief from the burning rays of the sun and the insuf- 
ferable beat o* the streets. When the water from 
the street sprinklers struck a dry place the stones 
fairly seethed and steamed, making the air more 
sultry and oppressive than before. 

Only one case of actual prostration from heat is 
Known to have occurred, although the effects of 
the high temperature was feit strongiy by mary 
who were compelled to be m the sun, and disas- 
trous consequences were only averted by 
prompt preventive attion. The case re- 
ported was that of Walter Miles, a young 
man about twenty-one vears of age, 
who was brought into the City Dispensary about 
noon, suffering from sunstroke.

CATTLE:KAISING. . 


How the Business Pays in Texas—Talk with 
a Cattle King. 

Col. J. P. Addington, one of the largest cattle- 
raisers of the Southwest, is in the city and is stop- 
ping at the Southern Hotel, 1 conversation with 
a Post-DisPATCH reporter this movruing on the 
subject of the stock-raising _ busivess in Texas, he 
said: 

“Prices are a little down. this year, but we nev- 
ercomplain. Last year our beef catile brought 
from $3230 S$41a head. Now we. are selling at 
about au average o1 §30.”’ 

* Where is your ranche, Colonel?” said the re- 
porter. 

“lu talking about it we generally say. that it is 
in the region about Gainesville, Tex., but it is not, 
because we keep our catile just across the Red 
river in the Indian Territery, The herd vecupies 
a territory of about 775 square miles, partly in 
the Chickasaw nation and partly in the 
territory of the Kiowas, Comanches and Apaches. 
Itis hardly lawful fur white people Ww go over 
into the Indian Territory, but we have an under- 
standing with the Indians and they hever trouble 
us, and We arenot molested by any other author- 
ity. Our headquarters is now about sixty miles 
southeast of Fort Sill. There are ranches on ail 
sides of us. My brother. Washington Addington, 
is located just west of me. He bas 28,000 ¢ :ttle, 
E. ©. Saggs on tlre other side has 15.000 and the 
Stones have a large herd th that locality, als.” 

*How many have you of your rauely?’’ 

About 53,000. Weare my the steers all the 
time but the herd ecoutinues to Increase very rap- 
idly as the cows are never killed or driven away, 
so longas they are young. The steers at three 
years old are ready for marketaud we seldom Keep 
any number.of them over tillanower year. We 
can get about 3414 cents a ‘pound, live weight, for 
them now at Gaimesville, a drive of about seventy- 
five miles tromthe ranch. We sometimes drive 
to Honewell, Kas., a distance of 160 miles,” 

“What breed of cattle are raised mustly in that 
country?” 

“The long-horned Southern Texas cattle mostly, 
but we are coustantiy§ introducing new 
blood and experimenting on difierent breeds, 
The Herefords aud the Durlaims have beeu intro- 
duced quite largely and with some success. The 
ionug-born is the steer for that country, however. 
He can live through a hard winter and come out 
as fifas ayoung coltin the spring, and by the 
first of June he is as fat az butter and ready for 
market. If bred too highly they can’t stand 
the winter well and they come vut too pour 
in the spring. The well-brea cattte are 
too tender and sometimes sickens*on the drive. | 
find that from one quarter to one-half Hereford 
with the long-horn Southern Texas makes about 
the best suited to that climate. Those long-horps 
were introduced on the coast by the Spanish 200 
or 300 years ago. The climate suits them exactly 
and they flourish down there.” 

‘How does your Southwestern beef compare in 
the market with our [Hinois and Missouri beef?” 

“Last year we sold within a half a centof it on 
the New York market: at present there is a 
greater difference. Wemiught place it at from 
three-quarters to acent. But we never luok ata 
trifle like that. It don’t count mach jn our busi- 
ness. Our profits are quite satisfactory anyhow,” 

“About whatia the estimated cost of raising 
cattle in your locality?’ 

*-All told, $1 a head will pay the expense. We 
have no fences to build or keep up; we have no 
buildings to speak ot: our herdsmen,about twenty 
in number, are tentedin different places about 
the herd, and they are about the oniy expense.” 

“Then the income of your rancit amounts to 
something annually?’’ 

‘Yes, there is some profit in the business. We 
clear from $60,000 to $100,000 every year, fo say 
nothing of the increase in stock. We shipped to 
this city for twelve or thirteen years, and did very 
well, but now we find Chicago a better market, 
aud this year all our cattle are going there.” 

*Have you been long in the business?” 

“Yes, some time. I went down to Texas fifteen 
rears ago and went to work among the ranchers, 
is a short time I won the confidence of cone ol 
them to such an extent that he sold me 1,200 cows 
on credit. I paid bim offin four years and had 
the herd clear. Now Ll havea pretty good herd of 
cattle, and lam doing pretty well.’ 

“Would it be possible for a young man to go 
down there now and statt as you dia?”’ 

“Anythiog is possible, but I would 
like to see the man do it. We never seii 
our “brands,’ and whenever we flnad a cow with 
our brand it is ours and we claim it. There is not 
aranch-man in that country that would seli his 
brand. Itis the only protection We lave against 
thieves. If a few cows, orafew hundred, are 
driven off by the frontier Indian or white thieves 
they are known by everybody who sees teem by 
the brand, and are reported to the owner at once, 
and as a generous reward is always paid in such 
cases there is very little catile-stealing going on.”

“When are they most here?” 

“Oh, at all times during the day or night, but 
the biggest crowd comes here about one o'clock 
in the morning.

Oiten the women 
will buy them a quarter’s worth or 
balf a dollar’s worth of opium 
and give it to these fvillows to smoke.

In this city our ablest citizens stand out in 
the sun in front of base-ba!! bulletins by the 
hours, and pools on the game are sold. to 
children and bald-headed men. 

Each city maintaining a base-ball club 
aspires tothe championship. The struggle 
for this glorious emblem is entered into with 
great vehemence by the combatants, and the 
excitement toward the close of the season 
becomes intense. This rivalry even now has 
reached a pitch which leads to the appre- 
hension that the country may be plunged at 
any moment into the horrors of a civil war. 
For instance, during the past week three 
games of base ball were played in this city 
between our home club and the Cincinnati 
club. The gentlemen from the Mill Creek 
bottom were beaten every time and they 
made a great row about it. They quarreled 
with the umpire, ‘‘kicked’’ against the man- 
agement, and now the Cincinnati newspapers 
are indulging in the most bitter crimination.

When the fact ig recailed that St. Louis was set 
tled by the French and Spanish almust exclusive” 
ly, it is somewhat surprising in tracing its early 
history Lo find how important a part the Lrish or 
Scoteh-Irish have played in the development ané 


progress of the city. Though no name denoting 


Irish lincage appears on the record prior to 1800, 
yét, when they did appear upon the scene they 
cameé invested with their national eharacteristics 
of energy, enterprise, endurance, liberality, in- 
trepidity, and conviviality whieh placed them 
at once foremost in all works of enterprise, 


or charity, sympathetic and genérous toa fault, 
they were always ready fora frolic ora fight, 
and presided with perfect equanimity at a funeral 
ora Danquet.

Christy the city is indebted for 
the first donation of blocks or circies, to be used 
for public parks or school buiidings. Bryan Mul- 
lanphy, son of one of the eatiiest Irish citizens, 
during his term as Mayor, was su affected by the 
distress of immigrants that he left one-third of 
his linmense estate to the city in trust, to be used 
as a tund for the relief of inunigraits.

Christy was porn in 1764. He wis a 
captain in the British army, and was wounded 
4t Monongahela, in 1775, under Braddock, 
He atterwards moved with his family id Keu- 
tucky, where he died, leaying one sob, William 
Christy, and two daughters, who were well pro- 
vided tor. William Christy then joined the army, 
and Was Adjutant to Gen. St. Clair in the war 
against the Indians, and also served under Gen. 
ayue. His health became enfeebled and be re- 
celved his discharge from the army. In 1792 he 
married Miss Martha Thompson Taylor, of Jef- 
ersop County, Kentucky, a native of YVir- 
ginia, and reiated to the Presidents Madi- 
son and Taylor. In 1804 he came to St. Louis, 
Important trusts were conferred upon him by 
beth the Territorial and Federal governments, 
Of him Goy. Lewis said: “I know Major Chrtsty 
to be wise in council and swift in action.” Whiie 
employed in the service of the government he did 
much to advance the progress of St. Louls. His 
residence was at the corner of Monroe and Sec- 
Old streets, surrounded by beautifu. grounds 
facing the river.

Nagel and Arthur McGuinness, lawyers: Patrick 
Sullivan, professor at the college; Francis Roche- 
tort, teacher; Matthew Murpny, and others of 
this nationality, were here during the territorial 
days. 
in 1810 the father of Capts. Bart and Dan Able 
immigrated from Ireland and settled at Ste.Gene- 
vieve. The brothers came early to St. Louis, and 
were at onye identified with the steamboat inter- 
est. No o(e in the Mississippi valley was more 
widely known than these brothers. In 1812 
COL. JOHN O’FALLON, 
one of St. Louis’ greatest benefactors, came first 
to St. Louis, whitch was then only a village of 
log huis and of a few thousand inhabitants. 
He did not come to St. Louis to reside perina- 
nently until 1818. He was thesonof James 0’ Fal- 
len of Ballina House, Ireland, a descendant 
of Malachi O’Falion, Prince cf the Desies, 
who, with O’Ryan, commanued the Lrish in 1170; 
he moved to Roscommon and became chief of the 
O'Fallon country. Dr. James O’Falivn was ap 
Irish gontieman of culture, andin ti74 raised a 
iroop of 100 Irish in Georgia, and tought in the 
reguiar army. He was afterward principal Sur- 
reonhin the U. 3S. Hespital, He married the 
daughter of Gen. Clark, and- was in the batile of 
Tippecanoe, and fought through the war of 1812, 
then returned to St. Louis in 1418. His son, Julin 
O’ Fallon, first married Miss Stokes, who owned 
nearly a inillion dollars’ worth of landeu estate in 
St. Louis. Afterwards he married a Miss Sheetz. 
Of this union bis daughter Caroline married Dr, 
Pope, the distinguished surgeon. James dr, 
murried Miss Nanule Harris of Kentucky; Ben 
married Miss Sallie Carter of St. Louis; Henry A, 
never married, aud John married Miss Mosten of 
Alabama. Most of the family still reside in St, 
Louis and vicinity, surrounded on all sides by 
memorials of their father’s benefactions to the 
city. 
EDMUND WALSH,» 
who was bornin Tipperary county, Ireland, was 
one of the early residents who interested himself 
greatly in everything pertaining to the progress 
of the city. He was asurewd business man, whose 
judgment was highly esisemed. tore imimixiat- 
ing lo this country, he had engaged in milling, and 
(esi the same occupation here. in 1827 he 
built a mill, which is sti standing and has made 
more flour than any other in the city. He also in- 
terested himself in railroads and steamboats, He 
married first Miss Maud Tucker, and afterward 
Miss Isabelle de Mun, daughter of Julius de Mun, 
Of this union there were six children: Ellen, 
wife of Solun omy oat of New York, presi- 
dent of the abash, Pacific and St. 
Louis Railway; Marie C., who married 
Bb. M. Chambers: Julius 5S. Walsh, Jopbn 
A. Walsh, deceased, Ed. alsh,  Jr., 
und Daniel E. Waish, all of whom occupy promi 
nent positions iu the commercial world, and their 
wives adorn the social circle. 
COL. ROBERT CAMPBELL, 
another Irish ciuzen, stands forth prominent as 
one of the most enterprising of those citizens of 
an early pay who ee in the material growth 
of the city. He as. born in Augnbland, 
County Tyrone, North of Ireland, and came to 
St. Louis in 1824, and was for nearly half a cent- 
ury ieentified with its business and social cir- 
cles. Heumassed a large fortune in the fur 
trade. and his adventures during ten years spent 
in the Rocky Mountains for the benefit of his 
pealth and in pursuit of business would fill a vol- 
ume. The battle with the Blackfeet Indians, in 
which Col. Campbeil and Mr. Subiett displayed 
great intrepidily, forms a very iteresting chap- 
ter in Wasuington Irving’s Adventures of Capt. 
Bonneville. His name was well Known and re- 
spected in the Far West, Upon one occasivn, 4 
traveler having been robbed, endeavored to pur- 
chase an ouint of the tracers at 
Fort Pier, offering _ United States drafts, 
which they refused, but accepted willingly 
draits ou Col. Campbell, He took an active part 
in the Mexican war, raising and equipping a com- 
pany himself; ip 1846 he was appounes a member 
of Lhe Guvernor’s staff with the rartk of Colonel.

He was admitted to the bar in 
1805. He afterward served in the French 
ariny,- and came to Sst, Louis bearing 
the honorable scars of battle. He was a little 
lame from a duel fought in France, and was 
Benton's second in the Benton-Lucas duel. He 
made a widespread reputation as a lawyer at the 
St. Louis bar, and vecupied the position of judge 
with much honor. 
WAYMAN CROW, 
who was for many years identified with our 
largest commercia! luterests, was of North Irish 
parevtage, and came to St. Louis in 1835, and em- 
barked in mercantile pursuits. The firm, which 
has been universally successful, was first Crow, 
Lewis & Cvo., then Crow, MeCreery & Uo., 
“and now Crow, Hargadine & Co. 
Very public spirited and an active and beneficent 
supporter of the public schovls, he has built as, 
an ornament tothe city and a conservatoire of art, 
Memorial Hall, and donated it to the city in the 
name of his son. 

JOHN BYRNE, JR. y 
the ploneer in the real estute business of St. 
Louis, was born in Lreiand, and came to St. Louis 
in 1837. Heimarried Miss Sarah Fitzsimmons, 
also of Irish parentage, and just one year agv 
they celebrated their golden wedding. He began 
business in a modest dry goods store on Market 
street, and right next to him was that of 

EUGENE KELLY, 

the father of Albert Tevis Kelly, who married 
Miss Adele Morrison of this city. Many of the 
largest estates of this city passed through his 
hands, aua he has been connected with many 
charities. He had but two children, one son, 
whose tragic fate cast a gluom over the home for 
many years.

The Explanation of the Fight Be- 
tween the Solid Seven and 
. the Mayor.

The Agreement which Binds the Seven 
Together and the Rich Rewards They 
Individually Expect to Receive-—A Grab 
for Offices. 


Public interest in the status of the fight between 
the Solid Seven and the Mayor is waning and the 
causes and personal motives which bronght on 
th@ trouble have almost been lost sight of, while 
many of them were never known. A prominent 
merchant, who is known to bea friend of the 
Mayor, was approached by a Post-DIspatrcu re- 
porter yesterday and askedif he knew anything 
about the inside history of the fight between the 
Mayor and the “Solid Seven.” 

He replied: “I know a good deal about the mat- 
ter from various sources and have no hesitation 
in giving you the bottom facts if my name is Kept 
out of the matter, for as Iam nota politician I 
do not care to get mixed up in 4he fight.” Being 
answered that his name would not be used by the 
Post-DISPATCH Ire proceeded as follows; 


“In thefirst place Dr. Frank, the ex-t/oroner, 
is an intimate friend of Andy Brown, aud Andy 
isa particular friend of Councilman Temple. 
Andy Brown wanted Dr. Frank appointed Health 
Cominissioner, and so did Mr. Temple. Mr. Ed 
Fox, the brother-in-law of Dr. McLean, was a 
particular friend of Andy Brown’s, and Andy 
wanted him to be appointed Commissioner of 
Supplies. So Mr. Temple. When 
Andy found that both Fox and Frank 
were left out in the cold, 
and that political coffins was allhe could supply 
them with, he was very angry and so was Mr 
Temple. So Mr. Temple, although elected asa 
Democrat, ughts the Muyor because two Republi- 
cab friends ef his were not appointed to proml- 
nent places upun the slate. Judge Vastine has 
always trained with Filley.

NOT AN ADOPTED CHILD. 


Judge Barclay’s Decision in the Case of 
Julia Sharkey. 


In the case of Julia Sharkey against Catharine 
McLaugblin’s administrator, Judge Barclay this 


morning rendered the following decision: 
“This is a suitin equity, the Neg object of 
which appears to be to obtain a decree giving 
plaintiff the status of an adopted child of 
certain parties deceased who promised to 
adopt her, and with whom she lived many years 
as an adopted child, giving -her foster parents her 
earnings, ae proper legal sieps had 
beén taken. In this State a person ean be adopted 
as the child of another by deed duly executed and 
acknowledged by the person making the adop- 
tion ana duly recorded, as in the case of convey- 
ances of real estate. The courts of equity cannot 
dispense with these requirements and create 
rights of inberitance by acts of adop- 
tion, however clear, other than those prescribed 
by the Legislature. Piaiitiff? may bave 
an action for the services and for the earnings 
iven up by her on the supposition that she was 
he adopted child, but to maintain the petition on 
that theory amendment will be nbecessary as to 
the parties defendant, so as lo proceea solely 
against the administrator of the persons who 
appropriated her earnings as alleged,”

The most dangerous and nearly in- 
curable complaint that birds are subject to, 
is the’pip, or hardening of the small trans- 
parent-looking three-cornered gland at the 
root of the tail. It contains all the oily 
secretions necessary to the growth of the 
feathers, and when diseased it dries up and 
becomes hard and horny. A little white zinc 
Ointment applied to the part will be benefi- 
cial. Another good application is a mixture 
of sugar and fresh butter. - Yellow gall is an 
ulcer that forms on the head near the eyes, 
and is occasioned by impnre blood. When 
very minute it may be cured by 
choice diet. If larger grown, it must 
be cut off, and the wound anointed with un- 
sulted butter or castor oil. Overgrown claws 
and beak require to be clipped with a pair of 
Scissors, but care must be taken notto cut 
too close. By holding the claws before a 
strong light, the termination of the blood 
veins may be seen.” | 

“What should be done during the moulting 
season °° 

“Keep the invalid in a warm, equable tem- 
perature, avoid draughts, diet it generously, 
and afford it as much amusement as possible 
by hanging its cage where it can see people 
passing to and fro and hear plenty of noise 
and bustle. Linseed promotes moulting, 
being oily in substance, so also is 
hempseed. A rusty nail, camphor or 
a dropofsherry or whisky in the water, 
suffic#ént to make it taste and smell, are all 
Capital tonics. Cleanliness must be observed. 
Auother requisite is an abundance of 
fresh water, both for bathing and drinking. 
It opens the pores of the skin, softening it 
and enabling the hard quills to cut through 
with less pain and bleeding.’’ 

“DO VERMIN TROUBLE CANARIES ?” 

“Yes; a louse called the red mite, although 
until gorged they are a transparent white, 
like glass. Once generated, these insects 
multiply so alarmingly fast and are so rap- 
idly destructive that, unless the bird in- 
fected with them be treated without delay, 
they soon kill him. Red mites. re- 
main hidden ali day, and may . be 
detected at night by placing a white 
cloth over the cage, and removing all light. 
Returning suddenly in about an hour, you 
will find the insects running over the cloth. 
The remedies commonly used are: Bathing 
the bird in camphor water, abiowing it to 
dry on the body. Another remedy is an in- 
fusion of quassia made by steeping half an 
ounce of the wood in a pint of cold water for 
three or four hours. The bird is dipped in 
this solution, taking care not to get his beak, 
eyes or ears wet with the liquid, or the effect 
may be serious. Some sprinkle the cage 
with insect powder, and a little flour of sul- 
phur dusted among their .feathers will be 
found of service. One or other of these 
operations will effectually remove the ver- 
min, butin all cases the bird must be re- 
moved and the cage well scalded. 


RIVER LORE. 


Some Interesting Views From An 
Observant Old-Timer. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Tne New Orleans Times-Democrat of the 
20th of June has a synopsis of the speech of 


Senator Jonas before the Levee Convention, 
recently held at Baton Rouge, La. In re- 
viewing the remarks of Capt. Leathers, he 
claimed that the experience of the Captain 
and every other man, when it stands in the 
light of science, as far as its scientific worth, 
is of no more value than that of Columbus, 
and asks of what value their knowledge is 
when the flood of waters is to be stayed. 
When such. ig«to be done: he claims, we 
appeal to the men of philosophy; men who 
have studied the hydraulics of the river as 
scientists. It is, he claims, to such men 
these questions are referred. We would 
very respectfully ask Senator Jonas what he 
means by science? According to him we 
should ignore practical facts for what 
scientists, who have drawn their theories 
| from the mill streams of Europe and rocky 
torrents of the East, deem scientific facts, 
and whieh are of no more real value when 
applied tothe Mississippi than a cob-web 
would be to make a Norwegian overcoat. 

Every steamboatman of experience knows 
what absolutely rediculous plans have been 
tried by the so-called scientists and how 
they have all miserably failed. We will call 
attention to some of them in order to see the 
result of pure science as applied to the Mis- 
sissippi River. First, the rock dyke. This 
is undoubtedly the best system that can be 
adopted on streams of the_ torrent 
character or those that have a 
rocky bed, but absolutely useless on such 
streams as the Lower Mississippi. Second, 
the wire net, the most ridiculous as well as 
the most ingenious method of wasting money. 
)A patent with a leather medal sbeuild be 
awarded the inventor). Third, the curtain 
(this also deserves a patent for its useless- 
ness, Fourth, the pile, brushand stone com- 
bined, and lastly, the pile, mattress and 
stone combined. And just here we may 
properly refer to an occurrence that will 
place scientific opinions in comparison with 
the opinions of practical river men and ask 
Senator Jonas to fairly weigh them before 
he again sneers at practical men. 

Immediately after the war (in 1866) a prac- 
tical steamboatman, in conversation with 
Mr. Victor Wilson and Mr. Mattingly, of 
Vicksburg, made the remark that if the citi- 
zens of Vicksburg did not do something to 
prevent it, the river would make a ¢cut-off 
and leave Vicksburg altogether inside of ten 
years. At first the prediction was laughed 
at, but about 1870 they became alarmed and 
by applying to the Secretary of War, a com- 
mission of two scientists, Col. Macomb and 
Major Suter, were sent down to examine and 
report on the danger. We have not tle re- 
port at hand to refer to, but it was to the ef- 
iect that there was no immediate danger, and 
when it did cut through, if ever, it would be 
manv years before it would affect Vicksburg. 
Practical steamboat man claimed that if the 
cut-off made that in less than five years there 
would be trouble in getting to the landing. 
The warnings of practical men were neglect- 
ed and the diction of the scientists was relied 
on, and Vicksburg mourus the result, Sg 

We will also refer to one other case where 
science was powerless and practical men won 
the day. Whenapart of the fleet that ac- 
companied Banks up Red fiver was caught 
above the falls, owing to the rapid fall of the 
river, science could find no other means of 
preventing their falling into the enemy’s 
hands than destroyingthem. Col. Bailey, a 
Wiscensin or Michigan raftsman, devised a 
means he had often used to. get his timber 
out of the small streams of the North, and 
by so doing saved the fleet. 

In the above we can see the results of 
purely scientific minds, such as have been 
adopted by Senator Jonas, and if fairly 
examined and understood would make the 
word science, as understood by the Hon. Sen- 
ator, simple nonsense. Practical boatmen 
claim that true science is the deduction 
drawn from a knowledge of facts, and it ls a 
pertinent’ question to ask, has the River 
Commission either individually or collective- 
ly a sufficient knowledge of facts to enabie 
thein to deduce from them a proper syS- 
tem ef river improvements? We —t as- 
sert they have not, or if they have 
they are incapable jof deducing such a 
system, and just here we may ask of these 
yentlemen and their admirers why they do 
not give us a system that will do away with 
the need of levees and overflows below Cairo. 
We know that such a thing is possible and 
in reach of the peopie at a less cost, if begun 
right, than the cost of the levee system kept 
up for fifty years; and we assert, and are 
prepared to prove it, that the land reclaimed 
from absolute swamp would be worth more 
than the cost of the whole, to say nothing of 
the advantage ina sanitary view. Respect-

HENRY IRVING. 

Robert Laird Collier, an Unitarian divine 
who formerly presided over a congregation 
in Chicago, but now resides in London, En- 
gland, has written an interesting letter to 
the Chicago Tribune on Henry Irving’s ap- 
proaching trip to America. Mr. Collier re- 
ports that Mr. Irving is anxious as to the 
judgment American critics and audiences 
will pass upon him as an actor. 

“Mr. Igving,”’ he writes, ‘“‘takes no little 
risk. He goes to America as no other artist 
ever before has gone toa foreign and distant 
country. He will be supported by the whole 
of his Lyceum company, numbering no less 
than fifty persons. He takes with him so 
much of the ‘stage properties’ of his London 
theater as to give in Ameriga the same scenic 
impression that has become so conspicuous 
and looked for at the Lyceum. Never in the 
history of the stage has the drama had such 
magnificence and appropriateness of setting 
as at this theater under Mr. Irving’s man- 
agement. The wealth of: scenery and cos- 
tuming has caused a fresh surprise with 
every new piece that has been put upon the 
stage. Itis Mr. Irving’s wish and purpose 
to reproduce in America in every instance 
all this wealth of stage appointment. Many 
in England who disallow Mr. Irving’s claim 
to be a great actor, do concede that he is by 
instinct and training a great artist. He 
has the feeling of an artist. Perhaps this 
artistic feeling is what is usually under- 
stood by good taste. It would be difficult to 
conceive of anything inits way more con- 
suminately perfect than the manner in which 
the pieces are put upon the Lyceum stage. 
Mr. Irving’s stage business is beyond both 
the function and inclination of criticism.” 
Of Miss Terry’s personal and intellectual 
qualitications, Mr. Collier says, in a review of 
the support Mr. Irving brings with him:

This fact, not 
wholly new to America, has never been real- 
ized to anything like the extent and perfect- 
ionas in this case, Mr. Terriss, Mr. Fer- 
nandez, Mr. Howe and Mr. Forbes are espe- 
cially great artists, and are sure to win high 
praise in America. But after Mr. Irving, 
and in instances before Mr. Irving, Miss 
Eilen Terry will bear off the palm. All in 
all, she is the most charming actress in the 
world. tlrecord this as the uniform testi- 
mony of all who have seenher. Ido not 
say that, all in all, she is the greatest actress. 
Perhaps Sarah Bernhardt, Ristori, or even 
Modjeska would take rank before her in the 
range and altitude of their histrionic genius 
and power. ikut notone of these has the 
singular charm, the irresistible fascination 
of Miss Terry. On the stage Miss Terry 
looks not more than twenty, and sbe has ail 
those natural endowments of person—so 
great a boon to woman—that make even 
middle age give the impression and wear the 
charm of youth. She is a _ perfect figure.

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A NOBLE VAGRANT. 


A Nobleman’s Daughter Tramping 
Across America. 

Port Jervis. N. Y., Letter in Philadelphia Press. 

A romance in real life has just come to 
light in this town. A woman, apparently 
about forty-three years of age, shabbily 
dressed and feeble, has been seen on the 
streets for several a bs She slept every 
nightin the police station, where she gave 
the name of Elizabeth Benjamin, and said 
she was born in Stafforasbire, Englana. 
Yesterday she disappeared and turned up in 
Middietown, thirty-eight miles from here. 
Inquiry developed the fact that she is on 
her way to New York, and that she_ has 
walked nearly all the way from San Fran- 
cisco. : 

Mrs. Benjamin has had a most wonderful 
and romantic career. She was porn near 
Merthyr ‘Iydvil, in Wales, and was the 
daughter ot Sir Edward Harcourt, at one 
time one of the most brilliant young English 
orators. Her mother was a variety actress, 
who lived in Wales to escape the persecu- 
tions of Sir Edward’s family, who opposed 
his mesalliance. When the babe was born 
she was christened Pauline Elizabeth Har- 
court. She was given all the advantages of 
a superior education, and edfly in life evinced 
great poetical genius, some of her poems, 
composed when she was fourteen, having 
appeared in the leading magazines of Great 
Britain. Her mother was a direct descend- 
ant of Sir Philip Francis, who is believed to 
have been the author of the celebrated po- 
litical essays which siartled all England 
from 176901777, and which were signed 
Junius, 

When she was but 17 years of age Miss 
Pauiine met at Swansea, where sh@was Vis- 
iting some young frieuds and writing poetry 
descriptive of the coast of Wales, Mr. Walter 
P. Benjamin, a nephew of Judah P. Ben- 
jamin, at one time treasurer of the Confed- 
erate States of America. The young wan, 
who was a South Carolinian by birth, was 
handsome and clever, but, unfortunately, 
poor. Pauline felt that she loved him so 
deeply she could marry vo one but him. Her 
tather died while she was at Swansea, and 
she was summoned by telegraph to Merthyr 
Tydvil. Young Benjamin, who was but 22, 
foilowed her there, and contrived to see her 
occasionally. Finajly the young lady’s 
mother learned of the stolen interviews, and 
a terrible scene ensued. Pauline begged tu 
be allowed to marry her American sweet- 
heart, but her mother remained firm, and 
tinally sent ber to St, Andrew’s, in Scotiand, 
to school. 

By means of pre-arranged signals the 
young lady, previous to leaving home man- 
aged to inform her lover whither she was go- 
ing. Young Benjamin found it convenient 
to visit St. Audrew’s frequently, and in 1860 
they were married on Pauline’s twentieth 
birthday. When Lady Harcourt heard tie 
news of her daughter’s secret marriage and 
jearned that she had fled from the school at 
St. Andrew’s, she was stricken with paraly- 
sis and died shortly afterward. Mr. Beujaimin 
caine to the United States at once on hear- 
ing of the rebellion and enlisted in the Con- 
tederdie navy, Where he remained until the 
elose of the war. He then speculated in cot- 
ton, made considerable money, and started 
by water for California accompanied by his 
wife in 1870. Toey bad one ehilt, who died 
onthe voyage to the isthmus. They were 
delayed in Jeaving Aspinwall and Pauline 
and her husband were both stricken with a 
terrible fever, which resulted in the death 
ot Mr. Benjamin, and left Mrs. Benjamin 
very weak. 

Her husband’‘was burried at sea. Mrs. Ben- 
jamin’s weak nerves gave way, and for days 
she raved, and when the ship reached San 
Franciscu she was placed in the hands of the 
authorities there. Her reason was partly 
destroyed, and for six years she remained in 
California. She then maue her escape and 
walked the entire distance to Virginia City, 
Nev., whereshe remained several mouths, 
She was lost sightcf there in 1877, aud was 
next heard of at Corinne, Utah,a smali place 
on the Union Pacitic railroad. In the fall of 
1878 she commenced tramping through Wy- 
oming, Whennear the site of the Custer 
massacre, alung Wind river, she was cap- 
tured by a band of Indians, of what tribe 
she does not remember,altuough her descrip- 
tion of their life and habits is very accurate, 
and proves that her story isatrue one. ‘Ive 
Indians, finding that she was returning to the 
home of her pale-face friends, gave her some 
dried meat and started heron her way re- 
juicing. 

From Fort Reno, Wyoming Territory, to 
Fort Pierre, in Dakotali,she was in company 
with some soldiers coming east, and in 13879 
she came from Fort Pierre to Yankton and 
thence by railto Omaha. From there she 
followed the track of the Cuicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy raiiroadin a bee line across 
the State of lowa to Burlington, from where 
she made her way to Peoria, Lil. Sie re- 
mained there a few months in the care oF the 
poor authorities, and then, having become 
rested, she began her tramp eastwards, 
bringing up at the great railway center, Fort 
Wayne, Ind. From here she was jucky 
enough tu get a ride to Toledo, where the 
city authorities treaved her so badly that she 
tramped on to Cleveland, where she found 
comfortable quarters, and remained until 
last New Year’s Day. She began the new 
year with the resolution to push on to New 

‘ork without stopping. Following the turn- 
pike road she. found herseif at iength i'n 
Olean, New York, from wpere she rode in 
an ompty freight car to Hornelisviile. Wuen 
she tried to steal another ride froin Hor- 
nelisville to Painted Post she was unfort- 
unate. The car in which she had secreted 
herself was locked and run upon a side 
track, and she remained in it, without food 
or water, three days, until her pounding 
upon the side of the car attracted the atten- 
tion of one of the yard men and she was re- 
leased almost dead. When she reached E)- 
mira she got a ride on the bumper of the 
express car, but one of the sparks from the 
engine fell upon her dress and the rapid mo- 
tion of the train fanned the sparks into a 

and she bad another narrow escape 
from death. Her injuries necessitateu her 
remaining some weeks at ine from 
where she waiked to Port Jervis, arriving 
here via the Delaware and Hudson Canali 
towpath. She has but sixty miles to tramp 
from Middletown, and she hoped to reach 
New York in time to catch a steamer for 
England vn Saturday, July 7. She has thie 
key of a safe deposit vault in New York 
City, where she says her husband had a snuy 
sum of money stowed away, enough to take 
her to her home in Wales and keep her in 
comfort among the friends of her youth.

This time tt 
is a the story of-a nun who ran away froma 
convent with aman whom she afterwards 
married, and who are now trying to get rid 
of each other, There can be no denying the 
fact that M. and Mme. Auatole Bonne area 
most ill-assorted couple. The former was 
born iy 1847 and the latter in 1827; Madame 
is therefore old enough to be her husband's 
mother. When she was Mile. D’ Aussaguel 
de las Bordes she entered the Paris Convent 
of the Sisters of St. Vincent de Paul 
at the age of twenty-one, after an 
unfortunate’ love affair in which all 
her hopes of happiness seemed wrecked 
forever, After the year of novitiate she pro- 
nouneed the usual vows. In 1851 she was 
sent by the superior of the order to the con- 
vent in Madrid, where she soon became very 
popular, bot only in the establishment of 
which she was elected assistant superior, but 
alsu in society, the Sisters of the Order of St. 
Vincent not being cloistered nuns. Many 
Vears passed away, years which Mile. De las 
Bordes faithfully devoted to the work to 
whieh she had vowed to consecrate her life— 


that of caring for the sick—when one day she 
was called on to nurse one of her fellow- 


taken iil while carrying a chain in a corps of 


Northern Spanish Railway. This wes in 1864, 
and though the good sister soon nursed the 
young. fe'iow back to health, she in doing so 
infiicted a mortal wound on his heart. The 
buy of eighteen fell madly in love with the 
Sister of Charity of thirty-eight. To escape 
from her boyish lover the sister asked to be 
transferred to some other convent and her 
superior accordingly sent her to Bordeaux. 
But young Bonne hunted until he discovered 
her retreat. Then he took up his quarters 
in the t»wn and proceeded to lay siege to 
her heart in due form. After several years 
of persistence he succeeded in pursuading the 
Assistant Superior of the Order of St. Vin- 
cent to elape with him. They came to Paris 
and for awhile were happy enough in each 
other’s love. me 

The runaway nun had, however, some 
qualms of conscience and one day she weut 
tu her mother to implore her parden and beg 
permission to marry. ‘The mother was in- 
tlexibie and then in despair the nun went to 
knock at the dours of the vid conveut. ‘The 
sisters received the erring oue withopen aris 
and after she had wade confession, she was 
sent to do penance in the convent at Amiens 
under the name of “Sister Martha.” But 
either young Bonne had made a deep im- 
pressiou on the tender heart of the middle- 
aged S.ster of Charity or the penance iin- 
posed at Amiens was a too heavy one, for in 
a few months Sister Martha was again out of 
the convent and back in Paris with her 
lover. In 1869, during a visit to England, 
Mr. Bonhe and Sister Martha were 
married in the Polish Catholic chapel of the 
city and later they became the parents of a 
Jitthe girl. Bonne’s affairs prospered and he 
grew to be a very wealthy man, but with 
years and fortune came a coolness for his 
wife; irequent quarreis took place between 
them, and at last Mme. Bonne applied to the 
courts for a separation. ‘To this Bonne re- 
torted with a, demand to have the Loudon 
marriage deeYared null and void on the 
ground that it had been ceiebrated 
the consent of their parents; that it was not 
preceded by the publication of the banuns, 
and that it had never been recorded in 
France.

CORONATION LEGENDS. 


Fanciful Tales of the Coronation as 
Told to the Peasants... * 
St. Petersburg Cor. N. ¥. Herald. 


Since my attendance at. Moscow I have 
wondered what report the Asiaties and tie 
reprentatives of the northara tribes dud the 
moujiks of the vast Empire would receive 
of the brilliant scenes of the’ coronation 
festivities. And it seemed to me that one 
solitary picture would be all. that would be 
taken tothem. With what vp interest, 
thought J, will the peasants dwelling along 
the Siberian post roads, the natives in their 
winter huts bevond the Ural, and along the 
northern rivers, listen to the story of how at 
the banquet given in the impérial palace in 
the Kremiin after the coronation ceremonies 
two doves few in the open window of the 
banqueting hall, and, after cireling about tie 
heads of tue Czar and his lovely Czaritza, 
flew away again as softly as they had come 
in! The doveisa sacred bird in Russia, 
a bird of good omen, and the incident of the 
banqueting hall above narrated—the truth 
of which is well vouched for—will be looked 
upon by the moujik and the dwellers in the 
most distant parts of the Empire as a bright 
omen for the reign of Alexanday III. in Rus- 
sia. - This incident, which I notice is ridi- 
culed by many Eurojpan papers, is really 
worthy of serious notice; for it at oncé,mure 
than any other event gives in the minds of 
the millions of Russian peasants, a peculiar 
consecration to the rule of Alexander Il. 

And what the story that will reach the no- 
mads of Central Asia through their trou- 
badours? Before I left Moseow Iwas fa- 
vored with a copy of a lengthy m which 
was being translated into Bokharian, and 
which will doubtless be heard in many a 
kobitka before the winter sets in. It reads 
in prose thus:— 

“The sun rose in splendor and shone upon 
the great plains around, and saw, as though 
a great sea, a dense multitude flowing on to- 
ward the red Kremlin and pass. under its 
Holy Gate and its high towers. 

‘There was a supreme calm, a quietness 
undisturbed, the people watched the hand

Relics of the Famous Duchess of Dev- 
onshire Sold at Auction. 
From the London Times. 


A very curious and interesting collection 
of personai relics belonging to the famous 
beautifui Duchess whom Sir Joshua Rey- 
noids and Gainsborough painted among their 
finest portraits was dispersed under the 
hammer. of Messrs. Sotheby last week. 
These had long been treasured up by Lady 
Svencer-Clifford, aiong with many others 
which had belonged to Lady Betty 
Foster, the bosom friend of Georgiana, and 
who strangely enough, after the death of the 
Duchess became herseif her successor in the 
affections of the Duke as the second Duchess, 
and was also painted by Sir Joshua. Besides 
many pretty trinkets--albunis, Sevres and 
Dresden cups and saucers, lockets with locks 
of hair, and bouquets of flowers dead this 
hundred years, tuere were a considerable 
number of autograph letters from eminent 
pba Among these were several from 
zady Byron to her husband, the poet, and 
one of great interest, which would seem en- 
tirely to contirm the views of Mr. Jefferson 
in the latest life of bryon, although it has 
not hitherto been publicly séen. ‘Lhere were 
also some poems in the autograph of Byron, 
one “Hear my Prayer,” probably unpub- 
lished, dated,1812. ‘nis sold for £22 10s., 
(Bain). ‘The packet with Lady Byroun’s let- 
ters suld for £21 (Thibadeau). A letter from 
reorge iV. to the Ducness, referring to her 
1810, 
sold for £11 15s. Onefrom Lady Hamilton 
(Nelson’s ‘“‘Emma’’) to Lady Foster, sold for 
£10 15s. One from Lady Carviine Lamb, 
sister to Lord Melbourne, the Premier, 
brought £22 (fhibaudeau). Various letters 
of Lord Melbourne svid for £45, and his 
old-headed walking cane, made from 
iampden’s tree, suid for £5, while his trav- 
eiing writing desk brought £22. All of these 
relics of Lurd Meibourne were bought by 
Mr.Wilson. Five letters of Mme. Reecamier, 
two of which were to Lady Foster, brought 
£16 5s. Five very interesting letters of the 
great Duke of Wellington to the Duchess of 
Devonshire, £20 10s. The most interesting 
of the personal relics Was, perhaps, the al- 
bum containing the pvem by Georgiana, 
Duchess of Devonshire, called the ‘*Passage 
of St. Gothard,”’ illustrated by drawings by 
her friend and traveling companion, Lady 
Elizabeth Foster, daughter of the Marquis 
of Bristol.

Noformation of crys- 
tals takes place in the battery with this solu- 
tion. 


Mr. Charles A. Cameron, in a paper on the 
poisonous properties of boracic acid, men- 
tions the fact that a cow died within a few 
hours after a duse of borax had been admin- 
istered to her ia mistake for glauber salts. 
Large duses of boracic acid, cause paraly- 
sis of the nervous aud muscdlar systems in 
dogs. 

In reply to some inquiries, it may be stated 
that the new liquid explosive, *‘panciastic.” 
as it is called by its inventor, M. E. Turpin. 
consists of a mixture*of carbon disulphide 
and hyponitric acid. The liquids are kept 
separate before being used. Unconfined, 
the mixture burns with a soft light like that 
of the moon. When a little phosphurus is 
added to the disniphide, the radiance is very 
brilliant. Confined in shells, torpedoes. 
eic., and exploded with fulminate of mer- 
curp or gunpowder, its ‘effects are terrribie, 
far exceeding those af dynamite or nitro- 
glycerine. it will not be weil for inexper'- 
enced persons to tamper with these liquids. 


For the treatment of both hard and soft 
corns, Dr, ‘Traill Green speaks highly of the 
use of salicylic acid. He has adopted 4 
formula recommended by Dr. Gezon, which 
is as follows: Salicylic acid, 34 parts; ex 
tract canabis indica, 5 parts; collodion# 
parts. The collodion fixes the acid on the 
diseased part, aud gives 8 relief by 
protecting it from friction. The canabis ia 
dica acts as an anodyne. The acid loosen 
the corn so that it comes off in four or tiv! 
days, adhering to the collodion. Lf any iy 
tion of the corn remains, the acid should bi 
aogmes again, and the treatment continue! 
until the whole of the corn has disappeared

¥rom the London World. 


One of the reasons that may be assigned 
for the growing popularity of marriage is 
the increased amount of liberty permitted to 
both the parties to the matrimonial contract. 
For the lady marriage is’ signal for emanci- 

ation. For the husband it dees not uni- 

ormly niean the surrender of his literty. 
Young unmarried women have no chance 
against their married rivals, and the conse- 
quence is that the tone of girls who are am- 
bitivus of being wives is distinctly lower 
than itused to be. The nymphs who de- 


sire to don with as little delay as possible 


the myrtle and orange flowers, the lace 
and tulle, assume ang extraordinary fast- 
ness, and, in their toilets andin other mat- 
ters, emulate the tactics and wiles of those 
who bave already invested their finger with 
the counubial circlet. Thus it may be truth- 
fully said that the social advantages which 
marriage confers are indirectly not of un- 
mixed benefit to the marriageable portion of 
the feminine community. In other words, 
because our wives enjoy themselves more 
our daughters seek to control themselves 
less. ‘The change, however, that has taken 


| place inthe general estimate of the condi- 


tious and obiigations of marriage is due 
quite as much to extra-matrimonuial as to 
watrimonial causes. The whole domestic 
system of the English people has changed 
during the last three or four decades. There 
is po kind of domestic tie which has not, to 
some extent, relaxed its hold. Families 
undergo the inevitable disintegrating pro- 
cess at an earlier veriod in their corporate 
existence than used to be thecase. Par- 
ents find that, in the crush and fever of the 
social competition, they can see compara- 
tively little of their offspring. The duties 
which fathers and mothers were once careful 
themselves to discharge are now vicariously 
performed by goyernesses, nurses, school- 
masters, and taturs. Yet, greatiy as life has 
multiplied its excitements, monotony is still 
one of its banes. Because the claims of s0- 
ciety are more nuwerous and exacting, It is 
not, unfortunately, the case that society it- 
self is more enjoyable. In this way it comes 
to pass that husband and wife, in an ever in- 
creasing degree, pursue independently their 
own course, and the principle of conjugal 
toleration is cuitivated at the expense of con- 
jugal fidelity. ‘Lhe augmentation of cases ip 
the divorcee cuvurt is said to be due to the pop- 
ularity of the tribunal, not among the upper, 
but the lower classe; of society. Hence it is 
argued the former are, notwithstanding any 
appearances which might seem to warrant a 
euntrary conclusion, ethically superior to the 
other. Would it not, as a matter of fact, 
more true to say that the weli-to-do under- 
stand better and practice more consistently 
the doetrine of reciprocal forbearauce? 
Under these circumstances nothing can be 
more unlikely than that a political reformer 
will be tempted to lay sacrilegious hands 
upon the institution of marriage. ‘The sub- 
ject is one which dues not come within the 
purview of legisiation. There is no specific 


' benefit to be conferred or grievance tu be re- 


dressed, and any attemptto lessen the re- 
7 are Paget of marriage wonid be foiled by 
the public opinion of the country. Marriag 

in the present day means the extension and 
the emphasis of the opportunities which are 
at the disposal of two persons to ve comfort- 
able or uncowfortable, happy or miserable, 
as the ease may be. A readjustmeut of the 
law in the sense which Radicalism is said to 
centemplate could not prejudice any com- 
pensating good. Afterall, it is not merely 
the fear of scandal, but the humiliation 
of publishing to the world that 
two people have hopelessiy bungled exist- 
ence which keeps a number of men and 
women otherwise well qualified for it out of 
the divorce court. Once make that tribunal 
easier of access than it now is, or provide 
fresh machinery which will accomplish all 
that this tribunai does, and a positive 
premium would be placed on matrimonial 
feuds of the most irrecuncilable and, as they 
would frequently prove, of the must flimsy 
kind. Somehusbands and wives continue 
lovers throughout their lite. Others are 
mutualiy enraptured at first and mutualiy 
bored afterward. COtlers, on the contrary, 
failing during the early years of their part- 
nership to aecowmvdate themselves to each 
other, hit uff an admirable wodus vivenat a 
little later. but in no one of tuese instauces 
can it be supposed that any limitation of the 
matrimonial contract would tend to improve 
its terms while it was in legal existence. 
For the majority of husbands and wives 
wedlock is a secial and moral discipline. 
The qualities which it develops.in either are 
exactiy thuse that. are useful, and indeed 
necessary in other relations of life. This is 
not the romantic view tu take of marriage, but 
is a sound and practical one, and so jong as 
warriage remains a good working institution 
no attempt to curtail itor to shear it of any 
of its honors is likely to be made, or if made 
to prove effectual.

New Tacoma has a fortune in the fact that 
it is the best point from which to start for 
this, the grandest of ail American mountains. 
If Switzerland is rightiy called the play- 
ground of Europe, I ain satisfied that around 
the base of Mount Tacoma will becume a 
prominent place of resort, not for Ameri- 
cans only, but for the worid besides. Nuth- 
ing can be, to me at least, more enjoyable 
than the gradual approach to the inner circle 
of the court where the monarei of our north- 
ern mountains reigns supreme.
